of Dimes funds to purchase suf- 
ficient vaccine to keep manu- 
facturing plants in operation. 

The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis took this step 
to make sure vaccine would be 
on hand, at the time it was li- 
censed, to insure its immediate 
availability. 

Vaccine purchased by the Na- 
tional Foundation is supplied to 
the state health departments 
without charge. Administration 
of the vaccine is the responsibil- 
itv of state and county health 
officials. f 

Three shots of vaccine are 
necessary. The second a wee 
after the first and the third four 
weeks after the second. Inocula- 
tions are given in the muscle of 
the arm. ‘ 

If the vaccine is licensed it 
will be made available by man- 
ufacturers to hospitals and phy- 
sicians. 


Only on Request 

The vaccine will be given only 
upon written parental request 
made possible through the blanks 
now being distributed. Return of 
these blanks immediately is nec. 
essary to prepare for the Upland 
inoculation program which must 
coincide with the schedule of the 
county-wide program. 

In San Bernardino county 11,000 
children are estimated to be in 
first and second grades. In Up: 
land 420 children fall in this 
grade grouping. 

Children, in these grades have 
been: selected according to a 
nationwide ‘plan developed by 
health and educational authori- 
ties. Children not in the desig- 
nated grades and others wishing 
to receive the vaccine may ob- 
tain .it° through physicians if it 
is licensed.

A bevy of Girl Scouts descend- 
ed on the southerly addition of 
John Galvin park in Ontario Sat- 


urday. The way they picked up 
und piled up rocks was a caution. 

This interested me no end. My 
small spot of real estate needs 
more de-rocking than it has. re- 
ceived under my spasmodic ef- 
forts. 

his bunch of Girl Scouts could 
have picked my plot to the last 
pepble in 90 seconds. But it seems 
they only go rock plucking on 
planned  projects—which didn’t 
include my plot of ground. 

Upon investigation I learned 
this was the final observance 
of the 43rd anniversary of the 
Girl Scouts and was part of a 
planned field and games day pro- 
gram, The less strenuous part 
of the observance was celebrated 
around a birthday cake at which 
time each girl received a birth- 
day present from the J. J. At- 
wood Co. 

Further investigation downed 
me under a load of impressive 
figures. Miss Isabel McCullough, 
executive director of the Girl 
Scouts of Chaffey Community, 
told me that 1,550 girls are regis- 
tered in the district that includ- 
es Upland, Ontario, Etiwanda, 
Alta Loma, Guasti, Mountain 
View, Camp Baldy and _ Cuca- 
monga. In this district 364 adult 
leaders are registered, she said. 

In the Foothill district, made 
up of Upland, Alta Loma, Eti- 
wanda, Camp Baldy and Cuca- 
monga. 456 girls and 125 leaders 
are registered. 

“What,’’ I asked her, ‘‘do these 
girls do when they outgrow the 
age of rock picking and field 
day events?” 

She gave me an amused glance. 
“They generally go into senior 
scouting from the junior  divi- 
sion.” ’ 

“When does this. happen%’’ I 
asked. 

“When they finish junior high 
school. We have girls in six 
troops in the Foothill district who 
are getting ready for senior scout- 
ing at present.’’ 

“‘How. many girls does this in- 
volve?’”’ I wanted to know. 

‘About 15 to a troop,” 

“What about this senior scout 
work,” I ask blankly, ‘‘what does 
it consist of?

“Planning by thé © individual 
girls is stressed throughout the 
Girl Scout program and _ this is 
especially true when ‘girls go 
from junior to senior work. We 
want the girls to makeup their 
own minds,’’ Miss McCullough 
answered. 

“Then they don’t know now 
what they will take for sure?” 
IT next asked. 

“Not now. But they will when 
the time comes at the end of 
the school year.’’ 

‘What different things can they 
take up in this senior work?”’ 

She held up four fingers. ‘‘They 
have a choice of four ‘divisions.
